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ARRL CENTRAL FLORIDA SECTION PROPOSED!

Central Florida - Past 


For many years, the needs of the ARRL have been seen 
to by two organized sections in the state of Florida: Northern 
Florida and Southern Florida. While Florida is one of the largest 
states in both the number of Amateurs and in geographic size, 
our state is organized into only two sections. Some of the other 
major states have more sections than us. California has seven 
sections. And while this has worked, for years many have 
questioned HOW WELL is really has worked. 

The Northern section contains Tallahassee, Jacksonville, 
Gainsville, Ocala, Orlando, Daytona Beach, and all points in 
between. The southern section is as bad, including all areas from 
the Tampa Bay area through Miami. These areas are so spread 
out that it takes seven hours or more to get from end to end 
of either section! With these large geographic areas, it is literally 
impossible for ANYONE to serve voluntarily as a Section 
Manager and do the job needed to represent the Leage and its 
members properly. 

The Tampa Bay area seems to have had the hardest time 
surviving under the present system. By taking an informal poll 
of ARRL members in the Tampa Bay area, the one phrase that 
comes up over and over again is ‘‘step-children’’. The Amateurs 
in one of the largest Metropolitan areas in the United States 
feels like step-children of the ARRL! And in this section, the 
current Section Manager lives in Miami, clear at the other end 
of the section. And while the perception of step-children may 
or may not be founded in fact, it is indicative of a much larger 
problem. If large Metro areas, such as the greater Tampa Bay 
area, feel that their ARRL section is too big to meet the 
Amateurs’ needs, the ARRL will become ineffective at best, and 
non-existant in its worst case. 

And then you add to this multiple communications 
-problems, where phone messages get missed and the 
responsibilities of these large sections keep the officials from 
timely responses, this becomes unbareable! I, of all people, 
understand that volunteer organizations require time; time 


which must come after family, work, and other personal items.

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While many have found fault with individuals, several of us 
have closely evaluated the situation and feel that the 
circumstances are more to blame than the people. It is very 
obvious that the state of Florida NEEDS more than two ARRL 
sections. 


Central Florida - Present 


In the last few weeks you may have heard about Tampa 
and Hillsborough County on broadcasts of ‘‘Newsline’’. While 
we were fighting for our right to have adequate antenna 
structures, the League was almost nowhere to be found. Aside 
from the assistance of a single ARRL volunteer attorney, the 
Leage’s help was not given! I personally made several calls for 
help that (still as of this date) have not been returned. 

The ARRL HQ sent several ‘“‘model’’ ordinances to 
Hillsborough County’s legal staff, which compounded the 
problems ten-fold. Instead of simply fighting ignorance and 
prejudice, we had to also deal with the League’s ‘‘endorsement”’ 
of ordinances that added such topics as asthetics, required 
advanced notice of all neighbors, permits requiring detailed site 
plans, and “‘‘acceptable heights’’ of 65 feet! 

The Amateur community in Tamps is to be commended for 
the excellent way that the issue was handled! They rallied, 
collected money, sent mailouts to all Hams in the county, held 
many information nets and filled the county’s meeting hall with 
Amateurs. They explained the needs, and requested to be 
exempt from county ordinances, asking them to leave the 
Jurisdiction at the federal level where it belongs. The County 
Commission voted unanimously to this end. 

And while all’s well that ends well... Leage officials on all 
levels have personally told me that we SHOULD have gotten 
a great deal of attention and help from the ARRL. One Division 
Director from across the country apologized at great length for

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“cawwo C6AHI EXPEDITION. B

A group of five hams from the Harris ARC in the 
Melbourne, FL area decided to try a mini expedition for the — 
CQWWDxX phone contest. As a result, many of you probably 
worked C6AHI from South Bimini in the Bahamas during the 
contest. The team competed in the multi-operator single 
transmitter class. The call belonged to Al Hernandez WA3YVN 
well known for his participation on the South Sandwich Island 
(VP8SSI) DXpedition. | 

The idea started some time ago when Bob Wilson KI4LP 
and Grant Palmer KE5DP talked about how great it would be. 
to operate from the Bahamas in 1992 to celebrate the 500th 
anniversary of Columbus’ discovery. Al owned land in the 
Bahamas and had been thinking the same thing. Hence, he 
obtained the C6AHI call well in advance - a fortunate event 
as things turned out. 

_ When Jan Heise WA4VQD was able to arrange for the team 
to use a friend’s house on South Bimini, things started to come 
together. Team size was limited by the size of the charter plane. 
Bill Dahmke WA4EMU, the clubs Field Day ‘‘night owl,” joined 
the team to round it out with five operators plus the owner of 
the house on South Bimini. — 

The team took a HOSIAT fo TS-990S/AT for the primary 
station and a TS-440S/AT for spotting and backup. The 
Bahamas have a 250 watt power limit, and this is a deterrent 
to many contesters. However, we found that the C6A prefix 
was worth at least 6db in power. For antennas the team took 
a Cushcraft A4 beam for 10-20 meters and a Butternut HF2V 
for 40-160 meters. Wire antennas were used for spotting. 
Computer logging was used with a laptop Be 2 the cT 
contest logging program. 

The group took a 50 watt VHF packet statin spare laptop — 
computer, and a long boom VHF beam. The ideas was to ~ 
connect to the WA4YLD node of the DX packet cluster to spot 
needed DX multipliers. The team was not able to maintain a 
reliable connection to the cluster, but was able to monitor the — 
frequency. This helped spot many needed multipliers. = 

Many people told us that no DX trip to a foreign country 
would be a routine trip. Ours was no exception. The government _ 
recently changed in the Bahamas, and there was a lot of 
confusion. In August, both Bob and I applied for reciprocal 
licenses. Plenty of time we thought, but despite several phone ~ 
calls to the Bahamas Telecommunications Corp. and the — 
ministry, we never received our licenses. We are still waiting 
for those licenses today. This should have been a warning a x 
things to come. P 

When we arrived with our boxes of equipment, foudl: 
antennas and personal items, no one seemed to want to take

During the 365 sessions the Net handled 5,678 pieces of formal 


traffic!!... An average of 15 pieces per session... Using a 
computed average time of 33.85 minutes per session, the 
average message handling time was 2.2 minutes!!!... Pretty slick 
I'd say... you people have something to CROW about... A tip 
of the wide SOMBRERO to each and every member of FPTN 
and to ALL the TRAVELERS that came and brought traffic 
and took the traffic... 

To further narrow down the STATS for December 1992.

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FLORIDA ARMY MARS NEWS

While all of the MARS services watch the development of 
affairs in the Middle East, Somalia and Sinai become more and 
more familiar to us all. Florida Army MARS stands ready to 
serve all deployed military personnel and their loved ones in 
the same manner that we served those personnel caught up in 
the Gulf War. The Somalia operations, of course, are not 
motivated by those factors which lead to war. Indeed, the 
merciful aims of the military in Somalia are purely humanitarian 
and could have the result of actually preventing war. A quick 
look at history shows most wars being initiated by a nation 
which considers itself as a ‘‘have not”’ striking out at a nation 
considered to be a “‘have’’. 

As part of the preparations by Army MARS, Florida’s 
Army MARS station, AAR4CSS, the club station run by the 
Silver Springs Amateur Radio Club, has been chosen as the 
prime recipient of incoming phone patch communications from 
the Sinai-Somalia area.

The station has since added a rotatable log 
periodic antenna and a long all-band dipole. With an even

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RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE ARRL DIGITAL 
“4 COMMITTEE (Condensed Form) 
By Kay Anderson, WSDUV @ wsDUV 


I. - No unattended fully-automatic digital communications 
below 30 mhz. ; 

II. - An operator... must first ascertain that no interference 
will-be caused to existing communications, and must monitor 
the progress of communications... (if) interfering with other 
amateur communications... the link must be discontinued. Must 
be equipped with a time-out timer. 

III. - Amend the rules to allow codes for data compression 
and error control on HF, Bandwidth of 500 Hz below 28 Mhz 
and 2000 Hz between 28.0 and 28.3. Stations must still comply 
with 96.119 Station ID. 

IV. - The League should give us a book on ‘“‘how-to”’ operate 
HF packet and other digital modes. 

V. - The League should publish technical standards to 
achieve the best possible use of the HF spectrum. 


If these recommendations are adopted, and our Frank 
Butler, W4RH thinks they will be — he voted for them — here 
is how it will affect us. 


I. - Our GATEWAY stations may leave their VHF/UHF 
ports unattended to send and receive traffic, but unless they 
sit there at the keyboard, the HF port must be turned off. We'll 
have to find a gateway who has the time and inclination to sit 
at his console. 

II. - “‘Is this frequency in use?’’ as they say on the phone 
bands. “QRL?” on CW. I'll be happy to say this on packet, but 
will a foreign phone op understand? If he answers, will I 
understand? Suppose somebody comes back to me using 
AMTOR. I won’t know if he’s saying ‘‘The frequency is in use,” 
or ‘‘We’re clear, go ahead.”’ Well, lets assume nobody answers 
and I make aconnect with my GATEWAY station. We’re well 
on the way to moving 30 or 40 messages accumulated overnight 
because I’m not staying up half the night to do what used to 
be done automatically every hour. Ten minutes have passed and 
I suddenly disconnect and listen to see if I am interfering with 
someone. (That is what the new rule will say.) If I hear 
ANYONE on the frequency, I’m to stop communicating. Why 
do this to digital communications? It is not mandated for other 
modes. Did this committee really understand how packet 
forwarding works? Four different pairs can connect and pass 
traffic on the HF frequency I use. It might not be as fast as 
only one pair at a time, but the nature of packet is that the TNC 
“‘listens’’ and then tells the transmitter, ‘‘there’s an opening 
- transmit NOW.” It is also smart enough to stop re-trying and 
wait for the next hour to try again. BBS programs have been 
developed that check for offensive or illegal topics, HOLD 
bulletins for the operator to review, and forward automatically 
on an hourly basis to the next link in the network. 
Manufacturers have supplied us with state-of-the-art equipment 
that will run 24 hrs. a day without breakdowns (lightning 
excepted), and watchdog timers that already take care of the 
time-out problem they worry about. 

III. - 500 Hz. sounds a bit narrow. Who knows? Maybe 
technology can accomplish that. As for identification, packet 
‘identifies EVERY transmission so no problem there. 

IV. - The how-to do it book is fine. Hope the committee who 
wrote the ‘“‘recommendations’’ doesn’t write the book. They 
have a lot to learn about how BBS forwarding works. 

V.- Technical standards? Again, let’s hope ARRL asks the 
folks who use digital communications, especially PACKET, to 
help write the standards. I hope they can get some expert 
advice. 


To the Digital Committee I'd like to add: We do attend our 
stations. Every morning there’s 50 to 100 bulletins waiting to 
be read and released or killed. There’s NTS traffic, some not

QST de WIAW ARRL Bulletin 102 from ARRL 
Headquarters 
Newington, CT, November 16, 1992 
To all radio amateurs 


The ARRL has proposed to the FCC Private Radio Bureau 
to provide assistance free of charge in the administration of call 
signs for club and military recreation amateur stations. This 
proposal was enabled by Public Law 102-538, enacted by 
Congress and signed by President Bush in October. 

The league’s proposal would provide for the resumption of 
call signs for clubs and military recreation stations, a cause 
which the league has supported since new club and military 
recreation station call signs stopped being issued in the 1970s. 

The proposal, made in a draft letter of intent to the Private 
Radio Bureau, would have the league handle applications up 
the point of actual FCC endorsement and mailing to the 
applicant, which would continue to be handled by the 
commission’s Gettysburg, Pennsylvania office. No monetary 
transactions would be involved. 

The FCC has not yet responded to the proposal.

FCC ADOPTS NPRM REGARDING NOVICES

The FCC on July 13th adopted a notice of proposed rule 
making which would fold the novice testing into the VEC 
system. W5YI reports that “until last year, most newcomers 
elected to enter the amateur service at the novice class. During 
the last full year ‘before’ codeless, 88% of the new hams started. 
at novice. Ten percent started at technician, and two percent 
entered at one of the higher grades. 

Now, technician is the entry level. About 15% of the 
entrants are novices, while 80% are technicians. by including 
the novice exams in the VEC system, the application form can 
be greatly simplified by eliminating the separate certification 
and the novice exam instructions. One standardized system 
would avoid the confusion that now exists because of the two

the responsibility of letting us through customs. It took us a 
bus ride and ferry boat trip to North Bimini, a discussion with 
the head customs agent, and checks of all our boxes before they 
were satisfied. Oh, and then they decided to keep our passports 
and emigration papers for a day. As one of our drivers said, 
“You don’t make plans in the Bahamas, Mon, just relax.” Easy 
for him to say — he wasn’t in the contest. 

As usual, Murphy’s law was the order of the day. The 40 
foot mast at the house had been bent in half by Hurricane 
Andrew, and the new one sent over by boat got “‘lost.”” We 
rebuilt the one available and only lost 5-10 feet in the process. 
The rest of the station went together just fine.

THREE CHANGES PROPOSED FOR AMATEUR 
RULES CONCERNING 222-225 AND 1240-1300 
MHZ BANDS (PR DOCKET 92-289) 


In response to three petitions that involve unrelated 
changes to the rules for the amateur service 222-225 MHz band, 
the Commission has proposed creating a small new subband 
where repeaters are prohibited; authorizing frequency privileges 
for Novice Class operators in the entire band; and allowing 
Novice Class operators to be licensees and control operators 
of repeaters in the 222-225 MHz band as well as in the 1270-1295 
MHz segment of the 1240-1300 MHz band. 

The American Radio Relay League, Inc. (ARRL) requested 
that a new subband be designated at 222.00-222.15 MHz where 
repeaters would be prohibited, but where all other types of 
station operation could continue. It said a small segment is 
needed where experimentation can take place but where 
frequencies need not be shared with repeaters. 

ARRL also requested expansion of the frequency privileges 
for Novice Class operators to encompass the entire 222-225 
MHz band. It believes that Novice Class operators would 
benefit from such expansion because they would be exposed to 
routine types of amateur station operation other than repeater 
operation. 

Dr. Michael C. Trahos requested that Novice Class 
operators be authorized to be licensees and control operators 
of repeaters in the 222-225 MHz band and in the 1270-1295 MHz 
Novice subband of the 1240-1300 MHz band. He argued that 
the amateur service should follow the General Mobile Radio 
Service and the Private Land Mobile Radio Services where 
licensees are authorized to be licensees of repeaters without even 
being required to pass an examination in proper repeater 
operation. 

The Commission said it believed there was merit in these 
petitions and asked for comments on the proposed rule changes. 

Action by the Commission November 30, 1992, by Notice 
of Proposed Rulemaking (FCC 92-533). Chairman Sikes, 
Commissioners Quello, Marshall, Barrett and Duggan.

in his Division, himself, the Section Manager, and at least 3 
attorneys would have been hard at work on the Project, bringing 
Mg resources available with them. - 

- While fault CAN be found in this particular situation, that 
is not the point! The point is that these kinds of problems will 
only continue to get more frequent and more serious as long 
as the ARRL sections are too large to be ee handled. 


Central Florida - Proposal 


The only clear solution for these types of problems i is to 
divide the state of Florida into sections with geographic areas 
small enough to adequately manage. While further division in 
the Northern part of the state MAY need to be addressed also, 


-Amateurs in the Tampa Bay area are seeking support for a new 


Central Florida section for the Sunshine State. 

_ While the idea has been bounced about by many people in 
informal conversations, nothing much (to my knowledge) has 
been done previously toward reaching this goal. But now with 
an effort started by Roger Edwards, KB4GBS, and myself, and 
already endorsed by much of the leadership of the area clubs 
and many influential individuals, we are now attempting to 
determine the wishes of those in the recommended area. 

The counties that are being proposed for this new section 
include: Hillsborough, Pinellas, Manatee, Sarasota, DeSoto, 
Hardee, Highlands, Polk, Pasco, Hernandez, Citrus, Sumter, 


Lake, Volusia, Seminole, Orange, Brevard, Osceola, Indian 


River, Okeechobee and Saint Lucie. 
As you can see, this would MORE EQUALLY divide the 
state into sections that are easier to handle, and SHOULD be 


more responsive to the needs of the Leage and its members, 


The recent federal elections have brought up one thought 
time and again, ‘‘the government belongs to the people’’. And 
likewise, the ARRL belongs to its membership. The days of

MUST end if the League is going to be able to survive in the 
90’s and into the twenty-first century.
